Russian retaliation: 
Diplomats expelled 


Over 150 will be booted after West’s actions

MOSCOW — Russia an- 
nounced the expulsion of more 
than 150 diplomats, including 60 
Americans, on Thursday and 
said it was closing a U.S. Consul- 
ate in retaliation for the wave of 
Western expulsions of Russian 
diplomats over the poisoning of 
an ex-spy and his daughter in 
Britain, a tit-for-tat response that 
intensified the Kremlin’s rupture 
with the United States and Eu- 
rope. 

The Russian move came as a 
hospital treating Sergei Skripal 


and his daughter, Yulia, said the 
woman was improving and was 
now in stable condition, though 
her father remained in critical 
condition. 

The Skripals were found un- 
conscious and critically ill in the 
English city of Salisbury on 
March 4. British authorities 
blamed Russia for poisoning 
them with a military-grade nerve 
agent, accusations Russia has de- 
nied. 

Two dozen countries, includ- 
ing the U.S., many EU nations 
and NATO, have ordered more 
than 150 Russian diplomats out

Jurors continue 
their work today

Jurors in the trial of Noor 
Salman spent all day Thursday 
deliberating but went home with- 
out deciding the fate of Pulse 


nightclub gunman Omar Ma- 
teen’s widow. 

The 12-member jury has now 
deliberated for 1 hours. Jurors 
will resume their work 9 a.m. to- 
day. 

Susan Clary, a spokeswoman 
for Salman’s family, told reporters 
during an afternoon news confer- 
ence that she “never thought we’d 
get a verdict” Thursday. The fam- 
ily was at a nearby hotel, awaiting 


news of a decision, while Salman 
was being held in a cell at the 
federal courthouse in downtown 
Orlando, Clary said. 

“Having a jury deliberate as 
long as they have so far is a good 
thing,” she said.

storm. “When the evacuees got 
here, what they had been 
through was unbelievable 
trauma and devastation. ...

Some doubt

Donald Trump’s selection of his 
White House doctor to run the

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Officials: UCF student to be deported after ‘disturbing behavior’

An international student at 
University of Central Florida, who 
owned high-powered rifles and 
alarmed police with his “disturb- 
ing behavior,” is being deported to 


China after a judge found him to 
be out of compliance with his visa, 
officials said. 

Wenliang Sun, 26, came to the 
attention of UCF Police after uni- 
versity staff reported a “dramatic 
change” in his appearance and be- 
havior — including spending 


nearly $70,000 cash on a new car 
“out of the blue” — the university 
said in a news release. 

Officials acknowledged Thurs- 
day that Sun never made threats 
against the university or student 
body. Instead, police became con- 
cerned after noticing several “red 


flags” about his behavior, UCFPD 
Chief Richard Beary said. 

“That’s the interesting thing in 
this case — there were no specific 
threats,” Beary said. “It may not be
